The ceremo ny climax ed a 
l0ng fight fo r the mo st impo r­ 
tant piece o f legislatio n o rigi­ 
nating in the J o hnso n adminis­ 
tratio n after the assassinatio n 
o f President J o hn F. Kennedy . 
The President gav e it highest 
prio rity o n his 19 6 4 pro gram 
behind the civ il rights and tax - 
cut bills. 
Sp o n so rs said it wo u ld su p p le­ 
men t the civ il rights m easu re 
becau se many o f the ben eficiar­ 
ies wo u ld be lo w-in co me Negro 
families an d Jo bless N e g r o 
y o u ths. 
The po v erty measure wraps 
up a bundle o f pro grams de­ 
signed to giv e jo bs to idle y o uth, 
help lo w-inco me families get o ft 
relief and pro v ide literacy and 
jo b training. 
So me o f these, such as the 
Yo uth Co nserv atio n Co rps, had 
been pushed in prev io us ses­ 
sio ns but nev er cleared bo th 
branches o f Co ngress.

Anti-Poverty 
Bill Signed 
Into Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) — P rest, 
dent Johnson signed into law to­ 
day 
the 
$947.5-million anti­ 
poverty bill intended to improve 
living conditions for millions 
of Americans. 
The ceremony climaxed a 
l#ng fight for the most impor­ 
tant piece of legislation origi­ 
nating in the Johnson adminis­ 
tration after the assassination 
of President John F . Kennedy. 
The President gave it highest 
priority on his 1964 program 
behind the civil rights and tax- 
cut bills. 
Sponsors said it would supple- 
ment the civil rights m easure 
because many of the beneficiar­ 
ies would be low-income Negro 
families and jobless N e g r o 
youths. 
The poverty measure wraps 
up a bundle of program s de­ 
signed to give jobs to idle youth, 
help low-income families get off 
relief and provide literacy and 
job training. 
Some of these, such as the 
Youth Conservation Corps, had 
been pushed in previous ses­ 
sions but never cleared both 
branches of Congress. 
The new law is an authoriza­ 
tion m easure. Johnson already 
has a sked Congress to appropri­ 
ate the $947.5 million in a sup- 
plemental money bill. 
The authorizations 
are for 
fiscal 
1965 which ends next 
June 30. If the program is to 
continue beyond that date, Con­ 
gress will have to vote new 
allotments.

Army Mobilizing Birds 
For Recconnaisance Help 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army is wondering whether the 
job of scouting out a hidden 
enemy may be for the birds. It 
is paying something more than 
chicken feed to find out. 
The 
research program al­ 
ready has winged into its second 
phase. 


The results of an initial feasi­ 
bility study on birds* reconnais­ 
sance potential so encouraged 
Army scientists at the Aber­ 
deen, Md., Proving Ground that 
a $174,472 contract has been 
signed with the General Atren, 
ics Corp. of Philadelphia. 
When the Army awarded the 
contract, it would say only that 
It was a "research program of 
training birds for field surveil­ 


lance” and that "the project is 
classified." 
A spokesman went a bit farth­ 
er today in answering questions. 
"T he initial program was a 
study of the learning ability of 
birds. In this case, the study 
was to determine whether a 
bird can be taught to recognize 
the presence of a person and, if 
so, 
would 
the bird perform 
characteristic action indicating 
such recognition," the spokes­ 
man said. 
"T he feasibility study indi­ 
cated positively that a bird can 
be taught and that a bird will 
perform a characteristic re­ 
sponse indicating recognition of 
the presence of a person. 
"On the basis of this, a fur­ 
ther study is being initiated."

America can su rv iv e if the Am erican peo ple 
will u se freedo m to sav e freedo m . 
A wise say ing tells u s, “ In the so ds o f Its 
citizens will be fo u nd the likeness o f the 
state.” 
We do no t believ e there is a desire 
in the hearts o f mo st o f the citizens o f the 
United States to fo llo w the co u rse o f po wer­ 
fu l g o v ernment and weakening o f indiv idu al 
rig hts. 
We do no t believ e that Americans 
o f 1964 lo v e liberty less than tho se Ameri­ 
cans o f 17 7 6. 
We canno t believ e that the 
peo ple o f this natio n are ready to g iv e u p 
the wo rship o f Go d fo r the wo rship o f the 
state. 
What 
is wro ng , then? Why are o u r 
liber­ 
ties being ero ded to su ch a dismay ing ex ­ 
tent? 
The answer has to lie with the many Amer­ 
icans who are Co nstru ct!v es in mind and in 
heart bu t who mu st be placed in the cate­ 
g o ry o f do rmant patrio ts. 
They sense, o r 
many o f them do , that so mething is wro ng , 
bu t they are depending o n so meo ne else to 
decide what actio n sho u ld be taken and then 
to take it. 
They may co mplain, bu t they

r\ is a fact that there has been a massive 
dr ri'■J away of freedom in the United States 
In 
last three decades. 
Some of our indi- 
vMual liberties have been taken from us in 
Ute name of national emergency, but 
they 
have not been restored when the emergency 
has passed into history. 
Some have been 
given up in the name of the general welfare, 
but the general welfare cannot be enhanced 
when freedom is diminished. 
Whatever the excuse that may 
have been 
given, and there have been numerous excuses, 
the fact rem ains that freedom is not what 
it used to be in America. 
The beginning of America’s greatness may 
be traced to the fact that our nation had such 
founders as Washington, Jefferson, Franklin, 
Hamilton, and other men who understood the 
power of three great concepts governing man 
and society. 
These concepts were moral 
values, political freedom, and economic free­ 
dom. 
The Founding Fathers placed first stress 
on moral values. 
“ All men,” they stated, 
“ are created equal...They are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights, 
that among these are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. 
That to secure these 
rights, governments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the consent 
of the governed.” 
That is a clear statement. The Creator gives 
to the individual his life, his liberty,and the 
right to seek happiness. 
Government is for 
the purpose of securing these rights to the 
individual. 
Note carefully that the 
Founding 
Fathers intended to insure security only for 
life and liberty. 
Beyond life and liberty, 
they promised opportunity—not security. 
Secondly, the founders of our nation set out 
the political concepts to which they could 
agree, and they wrote these in plain and un­ 
mistakable language into a constitution. They 
feared the power of government. 
For this 
reason they put limitations on Congress and 
established a system of checks and balances 
.on all three branches of government—legis­ 
lative, executive, and judicial. 
The third new idea wa s economic in na­ 
ture—a concept 
that 
government monopoly 
should be abolished; that the individual would 
and own property, manage his affairs 
o f interference, and not h^v6 to engage 
in competition with the state. 
Our commer­ 
cial system was designed to be one of per­ 
sonal and unfettered competition. 
Since those early days of our Republic,there 
been a vital connection between our moral 
values, our political system, and our system 
af personal enterprise. 
If any one is com­ 
promised, the remaining two are placed in 
peril. 
Unfortunately, the concepts of the Founding 
Fathers have been compromised, not once, 
but many tim es during recent years. 
Many 
individual freedoms have been lost as a re ­ 
sult. 
a day at a tim e, little aware that today may 
be different in important respects from yes­ 
terday. 
But when we reflect upon our liber­ 
ties, we become conscious of the extent to 
Consider first the losses of freedom in the 
field 
of material 
things. In this area, one 
loss 
of freedom that affects all Americans 
is undue taxation. 
In 1931 the income tax 
exemption was $3,500 for a man and wife 
and $1,500 for each dependent. 
Although the 
cost 
of living is 125 per cent greater now 
than 
in 1931, the income 
tax exemption is 
only $600 per person. 
Our most productive 
poop]f actually are working from three to 
month" a year for earnings which are 
fritm by the government. 
This is a serious matter, both for the in­ 
dividuals affected and for our nation as a 
whole. History tells us that no nation which 
consistently has taken in taxes over thirty- 
five per cent of the national income has been 
fhia lo survive. 
Federal, state and local 
taxes in the United States are now at about 
that figure. 
Industry and business, the mainstay of the 
American system , have lost much freedom 
In the last thirty years. The tax on corporate 
income—and corporations, keep in mind, are 
owned by individuals—rose from thirteen per 
cent in 1932 to fifty-two per cent at the pre­ 
sent tim e. 
But this is not all. There is p a c ­ 
ifically no major business decision a mana­ 
ger can 
now without giving serious con- 
sideration to the possibility of conflict from 
Regulation, investigation, prosecution, govern- 
jnent subsidy, disallowance of tax deduction 
claim s, government competition, government 
f9 or withholding of government contract, 
bear and read much nowadays about the 
of gold from the United States. 
But 
not gold owned lay individuals, for in- 
Americans have lost their freedom 
own gold. On April 5, 1933, it became li­ 
fer an American citizen—in contrast 
of all other countries of the West- 
own gold. 
The freedom to own 
a defense to protect savings from 
monetary policies. 
But that free­ 


dom no longer exists in America* 
The American farmer liras ones 
about the moat free and independent man in 
the world. 
But the freedom of tho fw p er to 
operate his farm as he sees fit fiuftH M fit Bl- 
most completely wiped out. 
Serious inroads have been made on the free­ 
dom of speech which has been regarded as one 
of the basic rights of the American people. 
Most people probably do not realise the extant 
of government censorship. 
But it has bean 
pointed up sharply in examples recently brought 
to light of the censoring by the Stats Depart­ 
ment of anti-communist expressions by many 
of our military leaders. 
Furthermore, an 
agency of the federal government has life­ 
anddeath control over radio and television 
stations. 
The fact that this power baa been 
used sparingly to date is no guarantee that 
the pattern will not change. 
Some of our freedoms are taken from us. 
Some of them we give away. 
And some are 
bought from us—ironically— 
with our own 
money. 
Government funds are used regular­ 
ly to propagandize the people. 
In 
1932, 
2,196,000 people received government checks 
monthly. 
Now, thirty years later, forty mil­ 
lion people depend upon monthly checks from 
the government. 
Surely the conclusion cannot 
be escaped that this lim its the freedom to 
oppose government policies by limiting the 
incentive to do so. 
Do all these things mean, then, that freedom 
will surely die in America? No. 
That does 
not have to happen. 
America can survive if the American people 
will use freedom to save freedom. 
A wise saying tells us, “In file acids of Its 
citizens will be found the likeness of the 
state.” 
We do not believe there is a desire 
in the hearts of most of the citizens of the 
United States to follow the course of power­ 
ful government and weakening of Individual 
rights. 
We do not believe that Americans 
of 1964 love liberty lejs than those Ameri­ 
cans of 1776. 
We cannot believe that the 
people of this nation are ready to give up 
the worship of God for the worship of the 
state. 
What 
is wrong, then? Why are our 
liber­ 
ties being eroded to such a dismaying ex­ 
tent? 
The answer has to lie with the many Amer­ 
icans who are Constructives in mind and in 
heart but who must be placed in the cate­ 
gory of dormant patriots. 
They sense, or 
many of them do, that something is wrong, 
but they are depending on someone else to 
decide what action should be taken and then 
to take it. 
They may complain, but they 
have not yet been aroused to learn and under­ 
stand the significance of the happenings in the 
world around them. 
This group is the constant target of the Mis­ 
taken—the outright enemies of freedom, who 
are deeply dedicated and unceasingly zealous 
in their drive to destroy the dignity of free­ 
dom to the individual and to undermine the 
sovereignty of this nation. 
These Mistaken 
ones do not loom large in numbers, but they 
work day and night and they use every tactic 
of deceit, infiltration and subversion to weaken 
the foundations of our Republic. 
Opposing the Mistaken and seeking to spread 
knowledge of the freedom fight among the dor­ 
mant patriots are those who wear the Con­ 
structive label—active patriots who see the 
danger clearly and who are as dedicated to 
the cause of freedom as the Mistaken are to 
their wrong goals. These Constructives, young 
and old, have in their hands the hope of Amer­ 
ica* s future. 
They hold an important weapon in the dif­ 
ferences between what the Mistaken plan does 
TO people and what the Constructive plan 
does FOR people. 
Communism, a system 
born of hunger, poverty, exploitation, seeks 
an equality which says, “ No man should have 
so much.** 
The personal enterprise system

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres!- 
dent Johnson signed into law to­ 
day 
the 
$947.5-million anti­ 
poverty bill intended to improve 
living conditions for m illions 
of Americans. 
The ceremony climaxed a 
l#ng fight for the most impor­ 
tant piece of legislaUon origi­ 
nating in the Johnson adminis­ 
tration after the assassination 
of President John F . Kennedy. 
The President gave it highest 
priority on his 1964 program 
behind the civil rights and tax- 
cut bills. 
Sponsors said it would supple­ 
ment the civil rights measure 
because many of the beneficiar­ 
ies would be low-income Negro 
fam ilies and jobless N e g r o 
youths. 
The poverty measure wraps 
up a bundle of programs de­ 
signed to give jobs to idle youth, 
help low-income fam ilies get off 
relief and provide literacy and 
job training. 
Some of these, such as the 
Youth Conservation Corps, had 
been pushed in previous se s­ 
sions but never cleared both 
branches of Congress. 
The new law is an authoriza­ 
tion measure. Johnson already 
has asked Congress to appropri­ 
ate the $947.5 million in a sup­ 
plemental money bill. 
The authorizations 
are for 
fiscal 
1965 
which ends next 
June 30. If the program is to 
continue beyond that date, Con­ 
gress will have to vote new 
allotm ents.

Some of our indi­ 
a n a A liberties have been taken from us in 
.13 rame of national emergency, but 
they 
have not been restored when the emergency 
has passed into history. 
Some have been 
given up in the name of the general welfare, 
but the general welfare cannot be enhanced 
when freedom is diminished. 
Whatever the excuse that may 
have been 
given, and there have been numerous excuses, 
the fact rem ains that freedom is not what 
it used to be in America. 
The beginning of America’s greatness may 
be traced to the fact that our nation had such 
founders as Washington, Jefferson, Franklin, 
Hamilton, and other men who understood the 
power of three great concepts governing man 
and society. 
These concepts were moral 
values, political freedom, and economic free­ 
dom. 
The Founding Fathers placed first stress 
on moral values. 
“All men,” they stated, 
“ are created equal...They are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights, 
that among these are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. 
That to secure these 
rights, governments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the consent 
of the governed.” 
That is a clear statement. The Creator gives 
to the individual his life, his liberty,and the 
right to seek happiness. 
Government is for 
the purpose of securing these rights to the 
individual. 
Note carefully that the 
Founding 
Fathers intended to insure security only for 
life and liberty. 
Beyond life and liberty, 
they promised opportunity—not security. 
Secondly, the founders of our nation set out 
the political concepts to which they could 
agree, and they wrote these in plain and un­ 
mistakable language into a constitution. They 
feared the power of government. 
For this 
reason they put limitations on Congress and 
established a system of checks and balances 
_ on all three branches of government—legis­ 
lative, executive, and judicial. 
The third new idea wa s economic in na­ 
ture—a concept 
that 
government monopoly 
should be abolished; that the individual would 
create and own property, manage his affairs 
of interference, and not hafve to engage 
in competition with the state. 
Our commer­ 
cial system was designed to be one of per­ 
sonal and unfettered competition. 
Since those early days of our Republic,there 
been a vital connection between our moral 
values, our political system, and our system 
of personal enterprise. 
If any one is com­ 
promised, the remaining two are placed in 
peril. 
Unfortunately, the concepts of the Founding 
Fathers have been compromised, not once, 
but many times during recent years.

individual freedoms have been lost as a re ­ 
sult. 
a day at a time, little aware that today may 
be different in important respects from yes­ 
terday. 
But when we reflect upon our liber­ 
ties, we become conscious of the extent to 
Consider first the losses of freedom in the 
field of m aterial things. 
In this area, one 
loss of freedom that affects all Americans 
is undue taxation. 
In 1931 the income tax 
exemption was $3,500 for a man and wife 
and $1,500 for each dependent. 
Although the 
cost of living is 125 per cent greater now 
than in 1931, the income tax exemption is 
only $600 per person. 
Our most productive 
people actually are working from three to 
n!«w> months a year for earnings which are 
faAan by the government. 
This is a serious m atter, both for the in­ 
dividuals affected and for our nation as a 
whole. History tells us that no nation which 
consistently has taken in taxes over thirty- 
five per cent of the national income has been 
•hip to survive. 
Federal, state and local 
taxes in the United States are now at about 
that figure. 
Industry and business, the mainstay of the 
American system, have lost much freedom 
in the last thirty years. The tax on corporate 
income—and corporations, keep in mind, are 
owned by individuals—rose from thirteen per 
cent in 1932 to fifty-two per cent at the pre­ 
sent time. 
But this is not all. There is prac­ 
tically no major business decision a mana­ 
ger can make now without giving serious con­ 
sideration to the possibility of conflict from 
regulation, investigation, prosecution, govern­ 
ment subsidy, disallowance of tax deduction 
Claims, government competition, government 
policy, or withholding of government contract. 
You hear and read much nowadays about the 
outflow of gold from the United States. 
But 
It Is not gold owned by individuals, for in­ 
dividual Americans have lost their freedom 
to own gold. 
On April 5, 1933, it became ii- 
tagsl for an American citizen—in contrast 
to citizens of all other countries of the West­ 
ern world—to own gold. 
The freedom to own 
IPW was a defense to protect savings from 
instructive monetary policies. 
But that free­ 


dom no longer exists in America, 
The American fanner was once considered 
about the most free and Independent aaa in 
the world. 
But the freedom of the fa I ae I Ie 
operate his farm aa he ieee fit bitt b M al­ 
most completely wiped out. 
Serious inroads have been made on the free­ 
dom of speech which has been regarded aa one 
of the basic rights of the American people. 
Most people probably do not realise the extent 
of government censorship. 
But it has been 
pointed up sharply in examples recently brought 
to light of the censoring by the State Depart­ 
ment of anti-communist expressions by many 
of our military leaders. 
Furthermore, sn 
agency of the federal government has life­ 
anddeath control over radio and television 
stations. 
The fact that this power has been 
used sparingly to date is no guarantee that 
the pattern will not change. 
Some of our freedoms are taken from us. 
Some of them we give away. 
And some are 
bought from us—ironically— 
with our own 
money. 
Government funds are used regular­ 
ly to propagandize the people. 
In 
1932, 
2,196,000 people received government checks 
monthly. 
Now, thirty years later, forty mil­ 
lion people depend upon monthly checks from 
the government. 
Surely the conclusion cannot 
be escaped that this limits the freedom to 
oppose government policies by limiting the 
incentive to do so. 
Do all these things mean, then, that freedom 
will surely die in America? 
No. 
That does 
not have to happen. 
America can survive if the American people 
will use freedom to save freedom. 
A wise saying tells us, “In the souls of its 
citizens will be found the likeness of the 
state.” 
We do not believe there is a desire 
in the hearts of most of the citizens of the 
United States to follow the course of power­ 
ful government and weakening of individual 
rights. 
We do not believe that Americans 
of 1964 love liberty lejs than those Ameri­ 
cans of 1776. 
We cannot believe that the 
people of this nation are ready to give up 
the worship of God for the worship of the 
state. 
What 
is wrong, then? Why are our 
liber­ 
ties being eroded to such a dismaying ex­ 
tent? 
The answer has to lie with the many Amer­ 
icans who are Constructives in mind and in 
heart but who must be placed in the cate­ 
gory of dormant patriots. 
They sense, or 
many of them do, that something is wrong, 
but they are depending on someone else to 
decide what action should be taken and then 
to take it. 
They may complain, but they 
have not yet been aroused to learn and under­ 
stand the significance of the happenings in the 
world around them. 
This group is the constant target of the Mis­ 
taken—the outright enemies of freedom, who 
are deeply dedicated and unceasingly zealous 
in their drive to destroy the dignity of free­ 
dom to the individual and to undermine the 
sovereignty of this nation. 
These Mistaken 
ones do not loom large in numbers, but they 
work day and night and they use every tactic 
of deceit, infiltration and subversion to weaken 
the foundations of our Republic. 
Opposing the Mistaken and seeking to spread 
knowledge of the freedom fight among the dor­ 
mant patriots are those who wear the Con­ 
structive label—active patriots who see the 
danger clearly and who are as dedicated to 
the cause of freedom as the Mistaken are to 
their wrong goals. These Constructives, young 
and old, have in their hands the hope of Amer­ 
ica’s future. 
They hold an important weapon in the dif­ 
ferences between what the Mistaken plan does 
TO people and what the Constructive plan 
does FOR people. 
Communism, a system 
born of hunger, poverty, exploitation, seeks 
an equality which says, “ No man should have 
so much.” 
The personal enterprise system 
of the Constructives, born of hard work and 
personal initiative, says, “All men should 
have so much.” 
The communist is content 
if no man is rich. 
The Constructive strives 
that no man shall be poor. 
What a vast 
difference! 
The Founding Fathers’ concept of a vital 
combination of personal freedom, material and 
cultural opportunity and limited government 
has produced a nation which, with only six 
per cent of the world’s population, produces 
forty-four per cent of the world’s 
goods. 
This nation has made more progress than all 
other nations have made in six thousand years 
of recorded history. 
The most striking measure of America’s 
success is that such outstanding progress was 
made in an atmosphere of individual freedom. 
It is in this field that special significance 
attaches to the admonition, “ Each one teach 
one” about freedom.

WASHINGTON - An emissary 
from Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 
senior Senator from Minneso­ 
ta, recently approached Eugene 
McCarthy, Junior Senator from 
Minnesota, to suggest that Gene 
step aside in the race for Pres­ 
ident Johnson's running-mate. 
“ Where do you want me to 
step?” replied McCarthy. "If 
I go to the White House and 
tell Johnson 'I'm out of the 
running, ’ He's going to say, 
'Who said you were in 
the 
running?’ 
“Just explain where and how 
you want me to step.” 
This highlights the feet that 
the two senators from Minne­ 
sota are among the highest 
on the long list of those avail­ 
able for the Democratic Vice 
Presidential nomination. 
In 
feet, both are so "available*’ 
that they have hired public re ­ 
lations firms. 
Humphrey has retained Rud­ 
er and Finn, which has adopt­ 
ed the strategy at pushing him 
hard as the man with the most 
experience, the most knowl­ 
edge, the most campaign fire. 
McCarthy Is using White, Her­ 
zog, and Nee, which has adopt­ 
ed the opposite strategy. Their 
advice Is that McCarthy can't 
compete with the senior Sen­ 
ator from Minnesota In pub­ 
licity, therefore he should play 
it coy. 
Probably the advice 
given to both Is correct. 
Despite their rivalry, Hum­ 
phrey and McCarthy remain 
very good friends. 
The two 
Senators, incidentally, are ex­ 
tremely able, very dedicated 
men, both close to President 
Johnson. 
But each has some 
political soft spots. 
MCCARTHY’S SOFT SPOT 
The public doesn't know it, 
but McGuffey happens to be 
the one Senate liberal who has 
consistently voted tor the big 
oU companies.

leagues, Sans. Paul Douglas. 


IU . and Joe Clark, Pa., would 
jtage their annual battle to 
knock out the 27 1/2 percent 
depletion allowance oil -and-gas 
loophole, McCarthy would line 
up on the other side.

He's 
in the doghouse with southern­ 
ers who like McCarthy—chief­ 
ly because Humphrey precipi­ 
tated a Southern walkout by 
delivering a fiery civU rights 
speech at the 1948 convention. 
The big issue was whether the 
Southerners would agree in ad­ 
vance to support the Democrat­ 
ic ticket.

LOBBYIST IN THE KNOW 
President Johnson is playing 
it so close to his chest regard­ 
ing his choice of running-mate 
that, though he talks to Hum­ 
phrey several times a day, 
he hasn’t discussed the Vice 
Presidency with him. It’s re ­ 
ported that the President hasn't 
made up his mind.
